Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  George  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  of  Kettering  for  the  year 
1966. 

The  data  contained  in  this  report  are  typical  of  an  English  Rural  District* 
The  following  passage  from  Hooke’s  “Micrographia”  describes  the  Oolitic 
rock,  usually  a limestone,  sometimes  an  ironstone  which  provides  the  struc- 
tural foundation  for  the  scenery  of  this  area. 

“This  stone  which  is  brought  from  Kettering  in  Northamptonshire  and 

digg’d  out  of  a quarry,  has  a grain  altogether  admirable.  It  is  made  up  of  an 

innumerable  company  of  small  bodies,  not  much  differing  from  a globular  form. 

They  appear  to  the  eye  like  the  cobb  or  ovary  of  a herring  or  some  smaller  fishes”. 

— Robert  Hooke  (1665). 

The  stone  is  easily  worked  and  is  used  everywhere  as  a building  material 
for  stately  manor  and  rustic  cottage.  It  is  also  the  source  of  much  of  the 
present  day  prosperity  of  the  Northern  portion  of  Northamptonshire. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  area  and  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
show  no  significant  change  from  the  satisfactory  conditions  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1965.  There  is  no  exceptional  item  to  which  the  attention 
of  the  Council  should  be  drawn. 

The  joint  sewerage  scheme  for  the  three  villages  of  Ashley,  Weston-by- 
Welland  and  Sutton  Bassett  is  nearing  completion  and  in  Section  C of  the 
Report  details  are  given  of  plans  for  further  village  projects. 

The  collection  of  nightsoil  from  remote  habitations  was  discontinued 
during  1966.  The  few  remaining  houses  which  were  served  in  this  way  have 
all  now  been  connected  to  main  drainage. 

I must  thank  Mr.  C.  R.  Starmer  for  the  sections  of  this  document 
contributed  by  him  and  also  for  his  assistance  during  the  year. 

I also  wish  to  thank  Dr.  J.  V.  L.  Farquhar,  Medical  Referee  of  the 
Kettering  Crematorium,  for  the  figures,  quoted  in  this  Report,  relating  to 
cremations. 

Finally,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  sustained  help  and  encouragement 
and  to  my  Secretary,  Miss  Langley,  who  has  largely  been  responsible  for  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

The  District  is  largely  rural  in  character  with  increasingly  popular  resi- 
dential areas  in  several  of  its  thirty  parishes.  The  density  of  population  is 
0.20  persons  per  acre,  and  the  housing  factor  2.98  persons  per  house. 

Agriculture  and  ironstone  quarrying  are  the  largest  industries,  and  the 
steel  works  at  Corby,  with  its  associated  processes,  provide  employment  for 
a considerable  number  of  people  from  the  Rural  District.  The  percentage 
of  unemployment  in  the  area  was  2.4.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 

1.  Population. — The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population 
1966,  was  12,020.  This  figure  represents  an  increase  in  population  of  160 
since  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1965  was  made. 

2.  Births. — There  were  196  live  births  in  1966,  which  is  a decrease  of  three 
in  the  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives 
a crude  birth  rate  of  16.31  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  rate 
for  1965  was  16.78.  This  rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and 
sex  composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  18.43.  The 
adjusted,  or  corrected  birth  rate  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude 
rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability  Factor.  This  factor  is  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  and  its  value  for  Kettering  Rural  District  is 
1.13.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18.43  compares  with  the  rate  of  18.96 
for  1965  and  the  provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17.7. 

3.  Deaths. — There  were  124  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1966.  The  figure 
for  last  year  was  129,  and  the  corresponding  crude  death  rates  are  10.32 
and  10.88  per  1,000  population.  In  the  same  way  as  described  in  the  case 
of  2.  Births,  above,  the  death  rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a further 
Comparability  Factor.  Its  value  in  the  Rural  District  is  1.02,  and  the 
adjusted  death  rate,  corrected  by  means  of  this  calculation,  is  found  to 
be  10.52.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  reckoned 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  11.7.  The  chief  causes  of  death  are  Heart 
Disease,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Apoplexy,  in  that  order.  Reference  to 
page  9 will  show  that  deaths  classed  to  violence  (33,  34  and  35)  also 
constitute  an  important  cause.  There  are  five  deaths  classed  to  this  cause, 
showing  a decrease  of  one  on  the  previous  year. 

4.  Disposal  of  the  Dead. — Of  the  124  deaths  during  the  year,  65  bodies 
were  disposed  of  by  cremation  at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium, 
giving  a percentage  of  52.42. 

5.  Infant  Mortality. — There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age.  The  infant  mortality  rate  works  out  at  10.20  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  rate  in  1965  was  5.03.  The  corresponding  infant  mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  19.0.  The  Neonatal  rate,  5.10  per 
1,000  live  births,  compares  with  5.03  in  1965  and  the  National  Rate  of 
12.9.  I append  details  of  the  causes  and  other  particulars  concerning  the 
deaths.

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SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Rural  District,  for  which  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public 
health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a School 
Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton 
and  the  Department  of  Pathology  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control 
of  infectious  diseases. 

Twenty  nine  bacteriological  examinations  of  faeces  for  Dysenteric  or 
Enteric  organisms,  1 blood  sample  and  1 throat  swab  were  done  at  Kettering 
General  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Service. — This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County 
Council  is  responsible,  and  the  area  is  adequately  covered.  Radio-controlled 
ambulances  are  stationed  at  Corby  and  Kettering. 

Domiciliary  Services. — These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and 
Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the 
County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of 
domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old 
folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured 
independence. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. — A County  Council  Welfare  Clinic  is  held 
monthly  in  the  following  parishes.  A Medical  Officer  attends  each  session: 

Broughton — 3rd  Monday.  Gretton — 2nd  Friday. 

Geddington — 1st  Tuesday.  Weldon — 1st  Monday. 

Towards  the  end  of  1962,  the  County  Health  Department  initiated  a 
scheme  by  which  a Mobile  Clinic  could  visit  outlying  villages  in  the  Rural 
District.  There  are  thirty  parishes  in  the  District  and  in  many  of  the  smaller 
villages  the  numbers  of  mothers  and  children  does  not  justify  the  renting  of 
premises  for  a Child  Welfare  Centre.  It  is  now  possible  for  three  or  four  of 
these  smaller  villages  to  be  visited  in  one  afternoon  and  in  this  way  a much 
better  service  is  being  provided.  The  villages  which  have  so  far  benefited  by 
monthly  visits  of  the  Mobile  Clinic  are:  Braybrooke,  Cranford,  Grafton 
Underwood,  Little  Oakley,  Harrington,  Loddington,  Orton,  Pytchley,  Rush- 
ton  and  Stanion. 
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In  addition,  Welfare  Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange 
Juice  etc.)  can  be  obtained  at  twelve  other  centres  throughout  the  Rural 
District  and  appropriate  details  can  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Visitors. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination. — Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free 
services,  available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School 
Health  Service.

Clinics  are  held  weekly  and  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

— This  Act  gives  Local 
Authorities  powers  to  enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supplies. — The  Kettering  Rural  District  Council  is  one  of  the 
constituent  authorities  forming  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  and 
the  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  is  served  by  this  Water  Board 
with  the  exception  of  one  village,  namely  Great  Oakley.  In  the  case  of  this 
village  a private  mains  supply  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Great 
Oakley  Estate,  the  source  of  the  water  being  from  a well  within  the  Parish. 
Samples  taken  from  this  supply  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation yielded  satisfactory  results  and  an  adequate  supply  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  1966  the  Mid -Northamptonshire  Water  Board 
maintained  a full  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  area.  A few  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year  concerning  discolouration  of  the  water,  which  were 
immediately  rectified  by  the  Water  Board  by  washing  out  the  mains  involved. 

Routine  bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  the  water  supplies 
which  are  mainly  from  the  Pitsford  Reservoir,  are  carried  out  by  the  Water 
Board,  and  throughout  the  year  the  water  supplies  were  satisfactory  with 
regard  to  quality. 

The  natural  Fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  District  was 
shown  as  0.23  parts  per  million  parts  of  water  at  the  last  examination.

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The  preceding  table  shows  that  in  the  years  since  the  war  the  Council 
has  been  able  to  install  modern  main  drainage  facilities  throughout  the 
greater  part  of  the  area. 

In  the  previous  year,  1965,  work  was  commenced  on  a joint  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  three  adjacent  villages  of  Ashley,  Weston-by-Welland  and 
Sutton  Bassett,  and  the  work  proceeded  throughout  the  whole  of  1966, 
completion  of  the  scheme  being  anticipated  in  the  early  part  of  1967.  A single 
treatment  works  is  being  installed  at  Weston-by-Welland  and  sewage  from 
the  two  other  villages  of  Ashley  and  Sutton  Bassett  is  to  be  pumped  to  these 
works. 

A further  scheme  is  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  village  of  Thorpe 
Malsor.  The  sewage  will  be  pumped  to  the  adjacent  treatment  works  at 
Loddington.  In  addition,  a joint  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Weekley  and 
Warkton  is  being  prepared.  Here  it  is  intended  to  pump  the  sewage  into  the 
Kettering  Borough  sewer.  This  latter  arrangement  has  been  made  by  agree- 
ment with  Kettering  Corporation.  Both  of  these  schemes  have  been  held  in 
abeyance  by  the  present  Government  restrictions  on  public  expenditure. 

The  few  villages  which  have  not  been  provided  with  new  sewerage 
schemes  are  all  very  small,  and  in  each  case  all  the  houses  are  provided  with 
private  septic  tanks,  systems  of  drainage  which  have  been  found  to  work  very 
satisfactorily. 

The  Council  operate  a scale  of  charges  for  the  reception  and  treatment 
of  farm  effluents,  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  dairy  farms  of 
course  being  the  main  type  of  farm  from  which  such  effluents  arise. 

Throughout  the  year  the  various  sewage  disposal  works  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily.  The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  situated  within  the 
area  covered  by  the  Welland  and  Nene  River  Authority,  and  this  Authority 
continued  routine  sampling  of  the  various  sewage  works’  effluents  which  are 
discharged  into  the  rivers  and  streams  under  the  River  Authority’s  juris- 
diction. 

Due  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  various  sewage  disposal  works, 
maintenance  is  carried  out  by  mobile  teams  who  visit  the  different  works  on 
a regular  schedule.  At  two  of  the  larger  works,  however,  full-time  attendance 
is  provided. 

In  order  to  deal  with  the  number  of  septic  tanks  in  the  District,  the 
Council  operates  a service  for  the  emptying  of  the  tanks  with  a specially 
designed  vehicle  with  a capacity  of  1,000  gallons.  This  service  is  given  free 
to  domestic  properties  once  a year  and  thereafter  for  any  additional  service 
within  the  twelve  months  a nominal  charge  is  made. 

Nightsoil  Collection. — By  the  end  of  1965,  only  fifteen  pail-closets 
remained  in  the  District,  all  of  which  were  converted  during  the  early  part 
of  1966.  Consequently  the  service  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the 
nightsoil,  which  the  Council  had  operated  in  previous  years,  was  no  longer 
necessary. 

House  Refuse  Collection. — Household  refuse  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  District  is  collected  by  the  Council  on  a weekly  schedule  and  the 
collection  includes  the  removal  of  the  bins  from  the  rear  of  the  houses.  There 
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are,  however,  a few  isolated  farms  and  lodges  at  which  the  collection  is  made 
fortnightly. 

The  service  is  operated  by  the  use  of  two  full-time  teams  comprising  a 
driver  and  three  collectors,  and  a third  team  of  a driver  and  two  collectors 
which  works  only  part  of  the  week.  All  the  vehicles  in  use  for  the  service  are 
specially  designed  fully  enclosed  “fore  and  aft”  tipping  type  of  vehicle.  The 
collection  of  refuse  has  operated  very  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  tipping  into  disused  ironstone 
quarries  within  the  District.  Five  such  tips  are  in  use  in  various  parts  of  the 
District.  In  order  to  keep  the  tips  free  from  vermin  and  insect  infestation, 
the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  carries  out  regular  treatment  on  the  tips. 

Moveable  Dwellings. — A residential  caravan  site  exists  off  the  Oundle 
Road,  Weldon.  The  site,  which  is  leased  by  the  Council  to  a private  operator, 
has  been  laid  out  with  tarmac  roads,  foul  drainage  connected  to  the  main 
sewers,  water  supplies  and  electricity,  and  complies  fully  with  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  The  establishment  of  this  site 
has  considerably  improved  the  general  problem  of  caravans  throughout  the 
District.  The  number  of  caravans  occupying  the  site  varies  from  time  to  time, 
the  maximum  number  being  73.  At  the  end  of  1966  the  number  was  65. 

Verminous  Premises  and  Insect  Infestation. — As  in  previous  years, 
no  cases  of  verminous  premises  were  discovered.  The  following  cases  of 
infestations  of  insects  of  various  kinds  occurred,  and  in  each  case  were  treated 
effectively  by  the  use  of  insecticidal  sprays : —

Factories  Act,  1961. — There  is  a total  of  68  factories  in  the  District 
to  which  40  visits  of  routine  inspection  were  made  during  the  year.  There 
are  31  outworkers  living  in  the  Rural  District  all  of  whom  are  engaged  in  the 
making  of  wearing  apparel. 

The  term  “Outworker”  describes  a person  who  receives  work,  usually 
from  a factory,  to  be  carried  out  at  their  home  premises. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961 
in  so  far  as  this  District  is  concerned  are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

Disinfections. — Throughout  the  year  21  visits  were  made  to  homes  in 
which  cases  of  infectious  diseases  of  various  types  had  occurred,  and  subse- 
quent disinfections  were  carried  out. 

Rodent  Control. — The  Council  employs  a Rodent  Operator  whose 
duties  comprise  the  investigation  of  any  rodent  infestations  and  carrying  out 
of  any  treatments  of  infested  premises  in  order  to  eradicate  the  infestations. 
Where  infestations  have  been  discovered  on  business  and  agricultural 
premises,  the  treatments  are  usually  carried  out  by  private  disinfestation 
firms. 

Throughout  the  year  routine  treatments  to  guard  against  rat  infestations 
were  carried  out  at  all  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips, 
and  in  addition,  the  foul  sewers  in  the  various  villages  were  also  systematically 
treated.

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National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. — By  an  arrangement  with  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Technology,  two 
Survey  Stations  have  been  set  up  in  the  Rural  District  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  degree  of  air  pollution  in  this  area.  The  stations  are  at  Thorpe 
Malsor  and  Geddington  and  an  automatic  sampling  instrument  is  installed 
at  each  station  from  which  weekly  readings  are  taken.  These  readings  are  sent 
on  to  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratories  at  Stevenage  as  part  of  the  National 
Survey  on  Air  Pollution  being  carried  out  by  these  laboratories. 

The  instruments  measure  the  amount  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the  air  and 
also  the  degree  of  smoke  pollution.  At  both  stations  the  Sulphur  Dioxide 
content  is  shown  to  be  negligible,  but  the  Geddington  Station,  which  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  shows  a heavier  smoke  pollution  during 
Winter  months  than  does  the  station  at  Thorpe  Malsor.  However,  since  the 
Thorpe  Station  is  situated  in  open  country  this  is  expected.  Despite  these 
variations  the  degree  of  air  pollution  as  shown  by  these  two  stations  is  at  a 
reasonably  low  level  and  gives  no  cause  for  concern.  This  work  has  now  been 
carried  on  for  the  past  three  years.

Housing 

The  Council’s  building  programme,  as  for  some  years  past,  has  again 
been  directed  mainly  at  providing  accommodation  for  elderly  persons,  either 
in  the  form  of  separate  small  bungalows  or  blocks  of  flats  with  Warden’s 
quarters. 

The  erection  of  a block  of  flats  for  elderly  people  at  Church  Street, 
Broughton,  which  had  been  commenced  in  1965,  continued  throughout  the 
year,  but  completion  was  not  possible  until  early  in  1967.  The  block  when 
completed  will  comprise  eleven  flats  of  the  bed-sitting  room  type  for  single 
elderly  persons  and  six  one-bedroom  flats  for  elderly  couples  with  communal 
facilities  together  with  a resident  warden  who  will  occupy  her  own  separate 
flat.  The  whole  of  the  block  of  flats,  together  with  twenty-two  old  people’s 
bungalows  on  the  adjoining  site,  will  be  linked  by  bell  warning  system  to  the 
Warden’s  flat. 

A very  similar  scheme  to  the  Broughton  one  was  commenced  at  Wood 
Street,  Geddington  during  the  year  but  completion  is  not  expected  until  the 
middle  of  1967.  This  scheme  will  be  similar  in  all  respects  to  the  Broughton 
scheme  but  will  comprise  16  bed-sitting  flats  and  four  one-bedroom  flats  with 
separate  warden’s  quarters  etc.

It  should  be  noted  that  all  the  283  pre-war  houses  built  by  the  Council 
have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  and  provided  with 
modern  bathrooms,  hot  water  supplies,  and  internal  sanitation. 

The  additional  ten  pre-war  houses  shown  in  the  above  table  are  pre-war 
houses  which  have  been  recently  purchased  by  the  Council  with  a view  to 
carrying  out  similar  improvement  schemes.  The  first  of  these  improvement 
schemes  involving  five  houses  at  Geddington  Station  was  commenced  before 
the  end  of  the  year  but  not  completed. 

In  addition  to  building  by  the  Local  Authority,  seventy-three  private 
houses  were  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year  and  a further  sixty-six 
were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENT  ACT,  1954  and  1957 

Slum  Clearance. — The  problem  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  was 
continued  throughout  the  year  during  the  course  of  which  twenty-one  houses 
were  represented  as  being  unfit  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957.  Also  during  the  year  eighteen  Closing  Orders  and  two  Demolition 
Orders  were  served  in  connection  with  houses  which  had  previously  been 
represented  as  unfit.  Fourteen  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders  had  been 
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served  were  demolished  during  the  year.  Nine  houses  which  had  been  the 
subject  of  Official  Representations,  and  for  which  schemes  of  improvement 
had  been  approved  by  the  Council,  were  improved  during  the  year,  and  the 
Orders  on  the  properties  were  subsequently  rescinded.

Improvement  Grants. — The  awarding  of  Improvement  Grants  under 
the  terms  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1954  and  1957  has  been  encouraged  by  the 
Council  in  order  to  achieve  the  improvement  of  houses  which  lack  the 
amenities  which  may  be  provided  by  such  grants.  Since  the  grants  have  been 
available  a large  number  of  houses  throughout  the  District  have  been  im- 
proved, and  in  some  cases  whole  villages  have  been  so  dealt  with  so  that  every 
individual  house  or  cottage  now  enjoys  full  amenities  of  bathrooms,  hot  water 
supplies  and  internal  sanitation. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were 
approved  by  the  Council  involving  a total  sum  of  £7,790.  In  addition, 
twelve  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  Supply. — The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  licences  and

All  supplies  of  milk  sold  by  registered  dairymen  are  designated  supplies. 

Each  of  the  premises  at  which  pasteurisation  is  carried  on  were  regularly 
inspected  throughout  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  17  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  the  premises  at 
which  milk  is  pasteurised  and  subjected  to  the  Aschaffenberg  Test  and 
Methylene  Blue  Test  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton, 
and  all  these  tests  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Registration  of  Food  Preparing  Premises. — All  premises  registered 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  as  food  preparing  premises,  were 
visited  to  ensure  that  conditions  continued  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Act.  The  number  of  premises  registered  under  this  Act  at  the  end  of  the  year

Food  Hygiene  (General  Regulations),  1960. —

at  each  suitable  facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment  are  provided. 

Meat  Inspection. — Three  private  slaughterhouses  exist  in  the  District 
and  each  were  in  use  throughout  the  year  to  provide  meat  for  the  individual 
butchers  concerned. 

The  following  table  gives  the  details  of  the  numbers  of  various  animals 
inspected  together  with  the  diseased  meat  found  and  dealt  with.  These  figures 
show  the  generally  high  quality  of  animals  killed  for  food  in  these  slaughter- 
houses, and  again  indicates  a complete  absence  of  Tuberculous  infection 
during  the  year.

Bakehouses. — Five  bakehouses  exist  in  various  villages  and  these  were 
in  use  throughout  the  year.  All  these  premises  were  visited  regularly  and  they 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner.

Measles. — The  largest  number  of  notifications  was  in  respect  of  Measles. 
22  cases  were  recorded  as  against  122  cases  in  1965.  None  of  these  cases 
required  admission  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria. — No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
satisfactory  state  has  been  maintained  in  the  Rural  District  for  nearly  twenty 
years.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  have  their  children  immunised  in  the  first 
year  of  life  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department’s 
Clinics.  The  preparation  generally  used  for  immunisation,  known  as  Triple 
Antigen,  also  contains  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  Vaccine. 

Whooping  Cough. — No  cases  were  notified  compared  with  three  cases 
in  the  previous  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 14  cases  were  reported. 

Gastrointestinal  Diseases. — Four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  Dysentery  due  to  Shigella  Sonnei 
were  reported  at  Broughton  in  March. 

Poliomyelitis. — This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by 
routine  immunisation  in  infancy.  This  is  again  given  either  by  the  Family 
Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department’s  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Pneumonia. — Three  cases  were  reported  in  1966.  One  elderly  patient 
died  in  hospital. 

Erysipelas. — One  case  occurred  and  was  treated  in  hospital. 

Smallpox. — During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  a number  of  cases 
of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  West  Midlands  and  in  South  Wales.  Following 
this,  the  regulations  governing  the  entry  of  visitors  to  many  foreign  countries 
were  revised.  Possession  of  a valid  International  Certificate  of  Smallpox 
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Vaccination  became  a necessary  requirement  for  people  going  abroad  on 
holiday.  Subsequently  299  International  Certificates  were  authenticated  by 
me. 


Leprosy. — The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into 
force  on  March  1st. 

Under  these  regulations  cases  of  Leprosy  are  now  notifiable  to  the 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  not  as  heretofore  to  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Members  of  the  medical  profession  in  practice  in  the  Rural  District 
were  apprised  of  the  change  in  procedure. 

Infectious  Hepatitis. — One  case  occurred  compared  with  six  cases 
in  1965. 

Tuberculosis.— Eight  names  were  added  to  my  Register  during  the 
year;  four  of  these  were  Inward  Transfers.  Four  names  were  removed,  being 
now  healed.  There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  and  two  patients  died 
from  other  causes.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  in  the  District  as  at  31st  December,  1966: —
